Corn  Bill 

Although  the  budget 
has  been  passed,    the  fin- 
ancial problems  of  Indiana 
Purdue  are  not  completely 
solved.      Last  year,    the 
student  body  voted  to  Tn- 
crease  the  Student  Activi- 
ties fee  so  that  more  mon- 
ey would  be  available  for 
campus  organizations .  To 
date,    this  increase  hqs  not 
been  approved . 

At  this  time,    Purdue 
says  that  they  will  approve 
the  increase  as  soon  as 
Indiana  does.     The  Vice- 
President  in  charge  of 
Indiana  Regional  Campus- 
es evidently  feels  that  we 
should  not  rush  into  this 
thing.     Consequently,   the 
Student  Assembly  has  pass- 
ed a  motion  which  will 
hopefully  alleviate  the 
situation,   and  is  reprinted 
here: 

"If  the  Student  Activ- 
ities fee  increase  is  not 
passed  by  the  Indiana  Un- 
iversity trustees  in  time 
for  next  semester:   I)  The 
Department  of  the  Interior 
will  take  samples  of  the 
soil  of  the  surrounding  Un- 
iversity owned  land  and 
send  those  samples  to  the 
county  extension  service 
in  order  to  determine  the 
mineral  content,   the  P.H., 
and  other  necessary  informo 
tion  about  soil  conditions. 
2)    If  the  soil  tests  are  sat- 
isfactory,  the  Interior  De- 
partment will  undertake 
the  planting  of  corn,  water 
mellons  and  any  other 
crops  that  can  be  satisfact- 
orily grown .     3)    And  that 
these  crops  shall  be,   in 
the  fall  of  each  year,  sold 
and  the  proceeds  used  to 
suppliment  the  Student 
Activity  fee. 


So  what's  my  comment  —  the  Activities  Board  and 
the  Student  Assembly  are  both  at  fault  for  the  delayed 
passing  of  the  budget.     The  budget  could  have  been 
passed  in  one  joint  meeting  of  the  two  groups.     Instead, 
both  boards  sat  back  and  screamed  out  protest  about  the 
opposing  body  delaying  the  budget. 

Consequently,   even  though  I  view  both  the  Student 
Assembly  and  the  Activities  Board  as  potentially  compe- 
tent administrating  bodies,    I  would  ask  them  to  reconside 
f>    their  reciprocating  hostilities  in  the  future.     I  know  the 
5  '     Hippies  are  all  anarchists,    but  once  in  a  while  peaceful 
co-operation  can  work.

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Our  story  today  comes  from  the  "what  do. 
I  do  now"  department,   or,   if  you  prefer,   the 
"what  does  one  do  when  all  else  has  failed" 
department.    We  all  know  that  this  year  has 
been  traumatic  for  the  Democratic    party.    And 
we  are  all  sick  to  death  of  the  7,000  rehashings 
of  what  happened.     But,   weary  as  we  are  of  the 
past,   a  great  many  people  must  decide  what  to  do 
next.    There  seem  to  be  three  viable  alternatives: 
to  continue  working  within  the  existing  Democra- 
tic party,   to  join  the  fourth  party,   or  to  drop  out 
of  the  game.     A  desperation  move  might  be  to 
try  to  destroy  the  system.     At  any  rate,  one  has  to 
do  something.  This  week's  column  deals  with  Mr. 
Michael  Downs'  decision  to  work  within  the  Democratic 
parry.     In  the  future,   we  will  bring   to    you  the  story  of 
someone  else's  decision  to  work  in  the  fourth  party. 

Mr.   Downs,    lecturer  in  government,   was  chairman  of  the 
Allen  County  Hoosiers  for  a  Democratic  Alternative,,  chair- 
man of  the  Allen  County  Citizens  for  McCarthy  organization, 
chairman  of  the  Fourth  District  McCarthy  for  President  Or- 
ganization,  and  coordinator  of  Congressman  Roush's  canvas 
operation.     It's  been  a  painful  year  for  him,  but  he  is  con- 
tinuing to  work  as  a  "minor  functionary"  in  the  Democratic 
party,   with  the  hope  of  doing  "whatever  I  can  to  make 
my  party  aware  of  serious  problems  and  responsive  to 
the  needs  of  the  people."     His  decision  rests  on  two 
major  assumptions:    one,   that  the  constitutional ,    two- 
party,   checks  and  balances  system  is  definitely  worth 
preserving,   and  two,    that  a  third-fourth-fifth,   etc. 
party-could  seriously  threaten  the  life  of  the  entire 
system.    As  an  example  of  their  potential  danger,   he 
asked  me  what  would  have  happened  if  George  Wallace 
had  had  50  congressmen  elected.     Since  the   new  parties 
have  shown  no  willingness  or  ability  to  compromise, 
he  adds,    the  results  could  be  a  paralysis  of  the  system. 

On  the  other  hand,   "there  is  a  chance,"     Mr.    Downs 
says,   "that  there  will  be  a  really  new  Democratic  party 
built  in  the  next  few  years."     (If  you  doubt  the  possibility, 

just  remember  the  mess  the  Republican  party  was  in  a 
few  years  ago.     And  look  at  Mr.   Nixon.     Nothing  is 
impossible. )    He  says  "  the  party's  new  organization  is 


sound,   I  think,   and  its  performance  next  time    _, 
around  will  be  better.     There's  mare    young  bloodN 
than  before,   some  of  it  comes  from  this  campus,   and 
e  prospects  are  exciting." 

Samuel  Johnson  said  it  doesn't  matter  very  much 
hat  kind  of  system  you  live  under,   as  long  as  life's 
aily  business  can  be  carried  on  with  a  minimumof 
interference.     If  it  can't  be,  society  will  arise  and 
overthrow  the  system.     I  asked  Mr.   Downs  what  he 
thought  of  this,    because  it  seems  to  me  to  be  intimately 
related  to  the  question  of  how  much  of  the  American 
system  we  are  willing  to  sacrifice  and  how  much  of  it 
is  essential,   and  because  if  we  start  a  third  party  we  are 
opening  the  door  to  these  kinds  of  questions.     Mr.   Downs 
replied:    "Samuel  Johnson  to  the  contrary  I  think  that  the 
right  or  opportunity  to  participate  in  government  is  nec- 
essary for  men.     Please  notice  that  I  say  opportunity  to 
participate  and  not  compulsion  to  participate.     I  have  mor 
and  more  come  to  think  that  people  ought  to  be  left  alone 
if  they  don't  want  to  get  involved  in  politics.    What  I'm 
saying  is  that  everyone  should  have  a  right  to  vote  but 
that  everyone  shouldn't  exercise  that  right.     Because 
democracy  extends  such  rights  most  completely  I  think 
it's  best  as  far  as  systems  go.     In  fact  I'd  say  that  any 
government  or  system  that  didn't  extend  such  rights 
is  oppressive  by  definition.     It  would  be  oppressive 
in  the  same  way  that  one  which  compelled  political 
involvement  would  be  oppressive  —  it  would  be 
denying  the  right  to  engage  in  legitimate,   per- 
haps even  necessary,   human  activity." 

Finally,  I  asked  Mr.  Downs  what  a  year 
like  this  one  does  to  someone  who's  been  so 
involved  in  losing  causes,  especially  when 
he  classifies  himself  as  a  political  idealist. 
What  happens  to  the  idealist  when  he  gets  in 
the  battle  and  sees  the  non-idealists  and 
their  methods?    "Political  Idealism,"  he  said, 

those  rare  instances  where  it  exists,   be- 
comes first  political  realism  and  then  pol- 
itical cynicism  and  finally  political  des- 
pair.    This  is  not  an  inevitable  process  or 
decline  and  should  be  resisted  by  all  po 
itical  idealists.     If  political  idealists 
were  to  become  realists  that  would  be 
good  for  everyone,   themselves  included. 
Unfortunately  they  occasionally  skip  through 
or  past  realism  and  cynicism  and  end  up  in  a 
state  of  despair  and  even  boredom  is 
better  than  despair  if  not  for  the 
individual  at  least  for  his  society." 


KEEP  YOUR  EYE  ON  THIS  SPOT 
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Continuation  of  lost  week's  notes  on  WAITING  FOR  GODOT, 
by  Dr.   Daniel  Cashman: 

Nothing  can  be  done  about  the  comic  perpetration 
of  the  universe,   whereas  Chaplin  shows  that  a  good 
deal  can  be  done  against  even  monstrous  v:ctimT.ation, 
as  long  as  its  perpetration  is  human  in  origin.  The  similar- 
ity of  Estragon  and  Vladimir  to  Chaplin  makes  the  play 
all  the  more  devastating  because  if  is  clear  that  even 
Chaplin's  indomitable  "little  man"  would  be  powerless 
against  this  gargantuan  perpetrator. 
There  are  small  victories  and  accomplishments  in  the 
play,   which  should  not  be  neglected  in  production,   but 
as  in  life,    the  only  successes  achieved  are  relatively 
inconsequential.   The  smallness  of  the  victories  only 
accentuates  the  enormity  of  the  more  important  failure 
at  being  able  to  make  a  dent  in  the  nothingness  which 
pervades  the  universe. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  play,    it  is  only  with  great 
effort  that  Estragon  frees  his  foot  from  his  boot,    but  by 
the  end  of  the  play  he  apparently  can  free  his  feetquite 
easily.   After  the  boy  makes  his  final  exit,  and  only  three 
pages  of  the  text  are  left,  the  stage  direction  simply  says 
"Estragon  wakes,  takes  off  his  boots,  gets  up.  .  ."without 
mentioning  any  diff:culty.     Yet  the  success  is  without 
fanfare,  for  it  is  slight  when  compared  to  the  larger  meta- 
physical problem  still  unsolved. 

There  is  no  room  for  the  Sisyphean  laugh  of  scorn  for 
our  condition,    nor  is  thnrn  any  escape  from  it.  All  we 
are  allowed  are  small  consolations,   such  as  being  able 
to  gel-  our  boots  off,  or  the  human  companionship  of 
others  in  the  "life  boat." 

Vladimir:    When  I  think  of  it.  .  .all  these 
years.  .  .but  for  me.  .  .where  would  you 
be.  .  .(Decisively.)  You'd  be  nothing 
more  than  a  little  heap  of  bones  at  the 
present  minute,  no  doubt  about  it. 
Estragon:    And  what  of  it? 
Vladimir:     (gloomily.)    It's  too  much  for 
one  man. 
Small  consolation  indeed.  We  keep  each  other  alive, 
but  life  keeps  us  as  victims. 

After  their  unsuccessful  attempt  at  hanging  them- 
selves,  and  suicide  is  revealed  as  an  unworkable  solu- 
tion,  and  perhaps  a  ridiculous  one  as  well ,   there  is  a 
silence.   Finally  Estragon  speaks: 
Estragon:       Didi . 
Vladimir:      Yes. 

Estragon:     I  can't  go  on  like  this. 
Vladimir:     That's  what  you  think . 
In  the  end  we  have  no  choice  but  to  endure  our  victim- 
isation. The  last  image  of  the  play  reinforces  the  rid- 
iculousness of  our  endurance,our  victimisation,    our 
efforts  to  face  our  situation  with  dignity  (is  Estragon 
any  more  dignified  with  his  trousers  on  than  with  them 
about  his  ankles?)  and  our  declarations  of  purpose: 
Vladimir:    Well?  Shall  we  go? 
Estragon:     Yes,  let's  go. 

They  do  not  move. 

Curtain . 
In  the  end,   Beckett's  conception  of  the  world  is 
that  of  an  all-powerful   perpetrator  who   in  his  victim- 
isation of  man  also  inscribes  all  of  man's  actions   with- 
in a  play-frame.    In  terms  of  the  universe,    none  of  man's 
actions  are  serous.   And,    though  man  is  conscious  of 
the  play-frame  that  renders  all  his  actions  inconsequen- 
tial,   he  's  trapped  within  the  play-Frame  and  not  even 


Sisyphean  laughter  is  useful,   since  the  universe  has  no 
ears  to  hear,   nor  even  a  target  against  which  the  laughter 
can  be  directed.  All  that  exists  is  a  void.
